Maurice J, Tobin, appointed by 
President Truman to be Secretary of 
Labor, is a former Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts and twice was elected 
Mayor of Boston* 

Tobin was a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor 
in this year's campaign at the time 
of his appointment to head the Labor 
Department. He withdrew from the 
gu!>ernatorial race to accept the Fed- 
eral post. 

Soon lifter taking office, Mr* Tobin 
Huid at a press conference that he 
favored repeal of the Taft-Hartley 
Law because of its restrictions on the 
closed shop and political activities of 
labor unions. 

Tobin has been supported by labor 
in his political campaigns — first, for 
the Mnt>sachusett3 LeglHlature in 
which he served in 1927 and 1928* In 
1931 Tobin was elected to the Boston 
School Committee and became its 
chairman in 1933. 

In 1937 Tobin won a aix-sided 
mayoralty contest in Boston, defeat- 
ing among others ex-Mayor and ex- 
Govemor James M. Curley and also 
ex- Mayor Malcolm E* Nichols* He 
was reelected Mayor in 1941 but re- 
signed in the third year of his second 
term after winning the Governorship 
in the 1944 election. In that cam- 
paign he had the active support of 
all elements of Massachusetts labor. 
He was defeated for reelection as Gov- 
ernor in the Republican sweep of the 
1946 camimign* 

While Mayor of Boston* Tobin 
worked closely with leaders of labor. 
During the war he personally inter- 
vened as arbitrator in lulnir disputes 
involving the Port of Boston*

Local Union 488, Bridgeport, Conn., 
and the Bridgeport Electrical Con- 
tractors' Association have made their 
apprenticeahip program one of the 
outstanding programs in the state* ac- 
cording to a story in the New Haven 
Times* 

Features of the program were de- 
cided upon through negotiation* with 
assistance from the Apprentice Train- 
ing Service, IL S. Department of 
I**alK>r* 

Apprentices spend eight hours a 
week in related instruction classes* 
twice as much as some apprenticoBhip 
programs require, so that they may 
obtain all of the vital information on 
the theory of the trade and ground 
themselves thoroughly in a knowlt?dg« 
of mathematics* blueprint reading and 
other subjects. Four hours are takon 


from the regular work week and the 
apprentices' time is paid for by the 
contractor. 

The other four hours are contribute<l 
by the apprentice who attends classes 
two evenings each week* Apprentices 
who fail to attend related instruction 
classes regularly without sufficient 
cause are dropped from the program* 

Each apprentice Is required to keep 
a record of his work experience* The 
committee checks this carefully and 
wherever they find an apprentice is 
not receiving experience on all types 
of jobs* arrangements are made for 
him to do so and* if necessary, he Ss 
transferred to another contractor. 

Regular Increase 

Apprenticeship standards provide 
for an increase in apprentice pay 
every six months. Before the ap- 
prentice receives this raise, his em< 
ployer is questioned as to the ap^ 
prentice's satisfactory progi^ess and 
the apprentice, himself, is required to 
meet befure a njeeting of the commit- 
tee where he is interviewed and given 
a written examination. 


If the apprentice's progress 1$ un- 
satisfactory, his advancement is post- 
poned until improvement has been 
made* In addition to this constant 
supervision of training throughout the 
apprenticeship, a thorough examina- 
tion is given all apprentices at the 
completion of their training before the 
committee endorses them as competent 
journeymen. 

'‘Credit for this outstanding ap- 
prentice training program for elec- 
tricians goes to the live-wire Joint Ap- 
prenticeship Committee," the Union 
Times says* “Union members are John 
Creevy (business manager), F. L* 
Daly and William J* Schoonmaker*

T. J, Flynn represent the employers."

In 
this fiscal year alone, the const rnc- 
lion program totals $250,000,000 — 
ail alhtime record for a single year.

Imperturbably, the varimm (*on- 
gressi's have eontinuei! to vote ap-

000 program, which will begin put- 
ting water on the land and power 
on the lin**s this year, came out of 
the annual Heelamation construe* 
tion scheduling eonfcrence helil in 
Graiul Lake, Colorado,, in duly. It 
came at a time wlieu Iteeliimatian 
rommissioner Michael W, Straus 
and his regional director for Cali- 
fornia were under attack from 
Sheridan Downey, the United 
States Senator from raitfnriiia, 
who has become a spokesman fc^r 
private jiower iiiriu'ests in that 


htjitc. The Senator pursued his at- 
ti^vk to the point of putting a pro- 
vihian in the Iiitenor Department 
appropriafhm act which would 
have had the effect of legislating 
Stmus and his aide out of office.

Looking Ahead 

(hi till* one lijiinL a picture is being painted leading 
U-s to beUevc tbai a praetleally iinlimitetl expansion 
in tile develoimumt of this rrouiitry^s electrical re- 
source's will provide high einployincut in all piiases 
oi flu* elect rical industry for years to come. On the 
other hanil, we have the rcul specter of inflation now 
witli us, arid the f»([ually ugly specter of a "bust^’ 
in the offing — it we are to believe the words of Mar- 
riiier Eccles, the former ehairman of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

AinrHca has had its “busts'* before and sarvive<l 
them. From some, the country^ recouped quickly* 
Others, like the one of 1929, settled into long, painful 
depressions that caused iiiitold hardship to millions. 
Vet, as j>ainful ami significant as these depressions 
have their itufmrtanee will not be as great as 

that of any depression which might start in 1949 or 
195(1, I'liis is beeausc America has never before been 
iavolvcil in the world scene to t!ie extent that she is 
now. We have gigantic eoiniiutmeuts abroad* ami 
tudess they an* fid filled, re percussions of iiiealcidable 
consequence will go reverberating thi'oughmit tbe 
globe. 

Ill view of tbe tremendous issues that are at stake, 
it is indeed strange that there is no concerted elTort 
to avei’t an et'otiomic crash. The price spiral con- 
tinues to rise tnninously, and in Washington there is 
an air of almost fatalistic aceeptaiice of what its final 
conseijucnccs will be. The inertia of the rmigress, its 
dilly-dallying with side issues, and its utter imrespou- 
sivene*ss to the urgency of the hour, stamp it as one 
of ihe most untlistlngiiished (the word is too gener- 
ous) and purblind (the word is too kind) groups ever 
to gather on (*apitol Hill. 


Looking Back 

(listing about in history's bypatlis tills moutin the 
JufRKAL was edified to learn that the late Thomas 
Alva Edison took out his first patent just 80 years 
ago. The device was an elect rie vote recorder that 
Edison hoped to install in the Hmise of Represcntfi- 
tives. But then, as now, p<dities reigned supreme on 
rapilol Hill. Here is Edison’s story of his visit to 
Washington in October, 1898: 

“The invention when com|deted was taken to 
Washington. I think it was exhibited before a com- 
iniUcc that had sumetliing io do with the Fapitol. 
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The ehairman of the committee, after seeing how 
quickly and perfccUy it worked, said, *Voung man, 
if there is any invention on earth that we don't want 
down here, it is this. One of the greatest weapons 
in tlie hands uf a minority to prevent bad legislation 
is fililnistcriug mi votes, and this instrument would 
prevent it*' i saw the truth of this, because as press 
operator 1 had taken mile.s (d Congressimifil proceed- 
ings, and to this day an ^niormoiis amount of time is 
wasted during each sesaion of the Ilmisi? in foolishly 
calling the members’ names and recording them and 
then adding their vote, when the whole operation couUi 
be done in almo.st a moment by merely pressing a 
particular button at each desk. For filibustering pur- 
pos(*H, however, the prestmt methods are most 
admirable.'* 


Another Vital Report 

'Hie Federal Trade Commission, sometimes called 
the BetU'r Business Bureau of American business* eon- 
fimies to release studies that are of vital signifieanec 
lo alt Ann*ricans, The (Commission’s report of last 
moiitlu warning that collectivism would triiunph over 
free enterprise in America unless the growth of mo- 
ntqmly and concentration of ei'ouomie power were not 
lull ted, was the subject of comment in these columns 
of the JfUJHKAn* 

This month another report from the Commission 
provides matcrjal for additional eomment* It is a re- 
port which can he appropriately linked to the Com- 
mission's earlier report on monopoly. The current 
report is a study of 508 manufacturing corporations 
in 23 selected nianufaetirriiig industries, and coni- 
piircs their [irofits in lfl40 with those in 1947. In- 
Hlcjid of showing these profits in dollars and cents* the 
report gives tliciii as pen*entagc of return on invest- 
ment. (Tims, if a firm with one niillion dollars in- 
vesti'd earns ^250, 000 net in one year's operation, the 
rate of return would be 25 per eent.l 

Iteariiig that example in mind, here are a few of the 
grmipiugs, stdected at random, showing the rate of re- 
turn in 1947 and 1940; 

Office and store iimehineH and devices showed a re- 
turn of 24.9 per cent* which was 11.7 per cent above 
ihc 1940 return. 

Paper and allied products showed a 20,5 per cent 
nditrn as compared with 9,4 per cent in 1940* 

^lotor vehicle equipment manufacturers return in 
1947 was 19,9 per cent* or 12.9 per cent over 1940*

Busiiiciis generally has argued that an increase in 
wages must inevitably be fallowed by an increase in 
prices. Without going into that old chestnut, the 
Fed€*ral Trade Commission's report leaves no doubt 
that price inereasi^s in many casi\s have been nothing 
less than outright extortion. And the report substan- 
tiates labor’s claim that the amnunt of wage increases 
granted 1ms been thrice regained through inordinate 
price inereuses. 

The tbue is fast approaching when this overpower- 
ing grec4l for profits must make answer before the bar 
of public opinion.

On KeptemlxT 1* five days before Labor Day* the 
rnited Press carrieil this item under an Albany, 
N. Y., dateline; ** Republicuii Presidential eaiuittlate 
Thomas E. Dewey and Harold E, Sta^ii will confer 
tonight oil the (1, H l\ reply to President Truman’s 
Labor Day speech.” 

This is presi^ieiice indeed. One vrenders whether 
Dewey and Rtasseu eonsidereil tlie almc^t infinite num- 
ber of things the President might say and then doped 
out a different reply for each; whether they have a 
pipeliiio to the President ’s spcechwriters ; or whether 
they just lookcnt inln a plain old crystal ball. 


The Margarine Fight 

A pungent rclleetian oil the imcrous e.xteut of 
commodity spccuhition i,s afforded in the fact that, 
had Congress rcp<*aled the penalty taxes on margarine, 
no reduction in the price to consumers would have 
been effected. This is bemuse speculators, believing 
Congress timuld repeal these unjust, unfair taxes, 
boosted the price of cottonseed oil from 25 cents to 
4U cents a j>ou»d, t>thcr vegetable oils rose similarly 
in price. The repeal of the taxes would have worked 
for the benefit of speculators, not the consuming 
public. 

This s^id situation cannot be used, however* as an 
argument next year for not repealing the taxes* for 
the Departtnent of Agriculture has estimated that the 
cottonseed oil yield thin year will be 15 per cent over 
last year’s. Oil derived from corn also will be in more 
plentiful supply. SpeculatorH will find it very diffi- 
cult to make a killing under tlicse ccmditions. But if* 
by any chance, the Hpeculiitors did boost the prices 
iincaiLHcionably, tlum the American public should not 
sluvink from dcmamling real curbs on aoinmodity 
spceidatiun.

So it's a pleasure to report to hun- 
dreds of thousands of intrigued mo- 
torists that the gymnasts they saw in- 
stall the world's largest spectacular 
on Chicago's downtown Outer Drive 
in recent w'eek* are members, every 
one, of Local 134, 1 nternatiotial Brotli- 
erhood of Electrical Workers. 

So are the other workers on the 
Calvei;t Distiller* Corporation dis- 
play: the glass-blowing tul>e benders, 
fabricators, blockout painters, pattern 
tracers and so on. All of them, and 
members of the outside crew under 
Foreman Charlie Bcssler are em- 
ployed by Federal Enterprises, Inc, 

“Like to Climb'’ 

“The outside electrical workers rep- 
resent only a small percentage of 
Local 134’s nienlbership of 12,000," 
says Business Representative Thomas 
Murray. "About 600 work exclusively 
on signs. It's obvious, from the way 
that jobs like the Calvert spectacular 
go up, that they like to climb." 

Murray know^s what he is talking 
about. lie has been business repre- 
sentative of the local for 18 years — 


ever since he resigned as chief elec- 
trician for the Balaban & Katz 
theaters in Chicago, in itself an op- 
eration that leans to the spectacular. 

Before that, Murray was field 
superintetideni for Livingston & Co, 
and served earlier as an apprentice 
and journeyman electrician. 

Like anything that's of record size, 
the Calvert spectacular created its 
own special problems as the work of 
the builders progressed. 

The height of the entire display, 
w’hich soars skyward to 220 feet above 
ground level, made impractical the 
use of bosun's chairs to install and 
service the neon tube sections which 
light the sign. 

There are 1,072 tulm sections and 
3,944 accompanying electrodes. So 
Federal engineers designed ladders of 
light magnesium that have been 
grooved onto sled tracks at three lev- 
els across the broad face of the sign. 

Held away from the sign and its 
protruding tubes liy an arrangement 
of trucks, the ladders operate simi- 
larly to those in shoe stores. They are 
pushed the 210-foot width of the sign, 
locking aut^miatically for safety at 
every stop. When not in service, they 
are stacked between the letters "a" 
and “1" of the word "Calvert." With 


only the sky as background, the 
neutral-colored mapiesium steps re- 
main invisilile to sign-viewers below. 

Another innovation in the world’* 
largest spectacular is the use of sheet 
aluminum to back its letters. No less 
than 18 porcelain enamel steel colors 
adorn the face of the letters and 
heighten their visibility. Six tube 
colors are incorporated in the sign. 

The burning time of the Calvert 
spectacular is from dusk to 1 a. m., 
presenting a Hashing sequence of 40 
movements to keep the display almost 
constantly in motion. The illumina- 
tion consumes 12,600 k.w.h. per month, 
the equivalent of 126 six-room homes, 
it is estimated by Federal engineers. 

One of the 50 or more members of 
Local 134 who created the Calvert 
spectacular is Mrs. doseph Palumbo, 
the former Josephine Nunziato of 
Federal's west side plant Girls' 
foreman, one of her duties is filing 
asbestos patterns of tube sections in 
such order they can be reached in jig- 
time when replacements are neces- 
sary. 

Jcisephine's Chores 
Another of Josephine's chores 
meant arranging, in the precise ro- 
tation of the sign itself, numbered 
tubes that were raised to installation 
height on rope-operated chicken wdre 
trays. 

That job required unusual concen- 
tration because spectacular elec- 
tricians install by consulting a blue- 
print When the installer reaches to 
a certain part of the tray, the proper 
tube must be there. 

Josephine, who was married early 
in June, was completely aw-are of her 
responsibUity. "A hundred feet or 
mare in the air is no place to correct 
mistakes," she admitted- 

“I learned the importance of accu- 
rate filing by listening to conversa- 
tions at home," she explained, "My 
father, George Nunziato of Local 134, 
has been an electrician on spectacu- 
lars for 30 years; my sister Marie 
helped paint electrodes that are used 
in tlie Calvert display." 

Although an employee of Federal 
for six years, World War II pre- 
vented Mrs, Palumbo from seeing a 
spectacular on which she has worked. 
That condition ^vas corrected shortly 
after she returned from the honey- 
moon and went with her husband to 
the Chicago lakefronL 

"It's a grand sight," the bride said 
of the Calvert sign as the couple came 
away, "And it's almost as impres- 
sive as Niagara Fails!" 


Record Energy I'rodiieed 
In (loiintry During; July 

Production of energy by electric 
utilities during July totaled 23,282,- 
055,000 kilow'att-hours, according to 
the Federal Power Commission. 
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M any int<?resting: industrial ux- 
poriments have been made in re- 
cent years with color. 

Human beings have always had an 
avid interest in colors and taken 
pleasure in them. People everywhere* 
in all ages and dimes and countries 
have enjoyed the beauty of a aunseti 
or the emerald greenness of a calm 
sea, the color cai nivnl that is autumnr 
or the heauty of a gtrPs Idue eyes* 
People have always liked color and 
universally preferred it to anything 
p re Hen tod in black and white. 

We speak of persons l>eing ‘‘born to 
the purple/* That's a carry-over from 
the early days of the Roman empire 
when doth dyed with Tyrian purple 
cost three to four hundred dollars a 
pound because the dye used was rare 
and cost much in time and laljur to 
extract from shellfish found in the 
depths of the Mediterranean. Only 
the wealthiest could afford U} wear 
this color. But all men loved it and 
many made sacrifices to acquire a bit 
of the precious color to adorn an 
otherwise drab costumR. 

It is only recently that industry has 
become color-conscious and has used 
color extensively in some cases to im- 
prove working conditions* reduce eye- 
strain and tension, to improve the 
health and happiness of employes and 
increa.se production* 

KfFecI of Color*f 

Colors have a definite effect, both 
physical {aa in the case of eyestrain, 
glare, etc.) and pHychological (for 
example, warm eolors versus cool 
colors, cheerful colors and depressing 
colors) on the persons who see them. 

Pnd>ably most of our readers are 
famitiar with the account of the ex- 
perimenter in color who had a deli- 
cious dinner prepared for a group of 
his friends. He also arranged a sys- 
tem of tricky lighting which caused 
all the food to take on hues unlike 
their natural color. The thick bro wa- 
red steaks which had looked so appe- 
tizing took on a dead gray shade. The 
fresh garden peas looked black in 
color like giant caviar; the fresh, 
white milk assumed the color of blood, 
and so on. Most of the hungry people 
completoly lost their appetites and ate 
little or nothing. Some of those who 
niasteretl their feelings and ate of the 
wholesome hut btzarre-in-color food 
been mu violently ill. 

It follows that any factor that could 
have so marketl an effect on an aver- 


age. normal gi'oup could have a deep 
innuence on the welfare and produc- 
tiott ability of working personnel. 

Foremost exponent in this field of 
functional color, which may be defined 
as color employed U\ do a job, and the 
use of color in industry, i» a man who 
has devoted his life to the subject, 
Hia name is Faber Hirren. Several 
years ago he was a nononiity, locog- 
nissed among his aequuinLancos as a 
dabbler in paintpots and regarded by 
many as a McrewbaJl lieeause he de- 
voted his entire time and energy to a 
work regarded hy the majority of 
people as pointless. But Faber Birren 
has more than proved the point which 
he set out to prove 2tl years ago. 



Faber fSh^en 

Once called a crackpot, today he is 
a nationally known color consultant 
Officials of hundreds of big depart- 
ment stores, schools, industrial plants, 
hospitals and olfice buildings have en- 
gaged his services in working out 
color schemes for their enterprises — 
not for the purpose of creating lieau- 
tiful surroundings for their inhabi- 
tants but to create an atmusphere con- 
ducive to good health and increased 
production, Tran.sit companies, air- 
lines, steamship companies have em- 
ployed his services, and buses, street- 
cars t planes, etc., have blossomed 
forth in hues prescribed by Birren. 

Why this interest In color and this 
readiness to adopt the advice of ex- 
perts on the use of functional color? 


The answer is plain— years of re- 
search have proved that color has an 
effect on people and their work. But 
an example will illu.strate this point 
beyond any shadow of a doubt 
^'oll^^ Headaches 

An article hy Clarence Woodbury 
in the Maf^anne describes 

the opening of a new factory. On the 
day the plant opened, one of the work- 
ers was suddenly affected with nausea 
and headache. On the next day, ^10 
girls were affiirterl with the same 
symptoms and on the fallowing day 
75 girls became ill. Production slowed 
to a standstill, but when the company 
doctor examined the glrla bu cnjuld find 
no evidence of disease. He thought 
perhaps eyestrain due to lighting con- 
ditions might be reRponBible, and 
lighting experts were called in a 
hurry, but their instruments showed 
more than ample light. 

Finally, the company got in tourh 
wdth Faber Birren, who made short 
order of their ditficultie,s and settled 
them with dispatch. He told the offi- 
cials that when the girls who, iridilen- 
tally, were engaged in quite intricate 
work*, looked up from their work, they 
had nothing to look at 1>ut glaring 
white walls. He prescriljed a soft 
shade of green. As soon as the redec- 
oration vras completed the epidemic 
of headache and nausea stopped and 
has never recurred. 

New York Beseardi 

Tlds ia only one of thousands of 
examples that might be given. The 
National Industrial Conference Board 
of New York made ii thorough study 
that year of the use of color in Indus- 
try, They conducted their research 
by distributing inquiry forms to ap- 
proximately 350 companies which had 
instituted color programs. The re- 
sponses to their questionnaire proved 
the following points: Housekeeping 
in the offices and factories improved, 
morale was definitely up, absenteeism 
w'as reduced, work improved in both 
quality and quantity, and the accident 
rate was reduced by virtue of paint- 
ing hazards in bright colors. By call- 
ing attention to them, employes were 
able to avoid them, 

A second notable job of research on 
this subject w'os conducted hy the 
Federal Works Agency in Washing- 
ton, A case study was made of a cer- 
tain Government ofike over a two-year 
period. Production went up sharply 
and morale was better. Worker out- 
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put increased up to 37 per cent. This 
was brought about by application of 
color to walls and ofllco eciuipment and 
also by bettor lighting and brighter 
floors, f 

Of particular interest to us, as elec' 
trical workers, is the reduction in 
accident rates duf .solely to the use of 
color in industry. We have a great 
many mernbers emplciyod in electrical 
manufacturing, and color as a part 
of their work surroundings might 
prove beneficial to them in increasing 
production and making their working 
conditions more restful and pleasant 
and preserving their safety by mini- 
mizing hazards. 

In UM2 a flafety color code was 
developed. TIutg nro many case rec- 
ords which may be quoted to prove 
that use of the National Safety Color 
Code or the one issued by the Ameri- 
can Standards 'ciation in New' 
York have redueetl the accident rate 
ccmsiderablyi A report was issued by 
the V* S. Army Service Forces that 
states that through the use of a color 
code in some Government plants, accU 
dent frequencies have been reduced 
from a rate of 4544 to 8.BH per thou- 
sand. To quote from another case 
record, in a group of plants employing 
10,000 workers, use of a safety color 
code resulted in a 26 per cent drop in 
accident frequencies. Besides the sav- 
ing of life and limb to employes, this 
accident reduction meant an annual 
saving to the company of |SOO,000, 

Once Faiier Birrcn was called in by 
a vice president of a large company

Recently some of our Local Unions 
contacted the International Office mak* 
ing inquiries concerning a letter 
which they had received and which 
w'as sent out by a member of the 
Brotherhood and requested financial 
a.ssiatance.

who Jiad heard of the splendid effect 
the i;se of functional color had had in 
the plants of some of his competitors. 
He was not at all agreeable to the 
plan toi warded by Mr. Birren; in 
fact, ha irei;arded it as ''sissy.'* How- 
ever, he gave orders for Birren to go 
ahead anrf his scheme in one build- 
ing. nin en prescril>ed a combination 
of blue and yellow for his plant walls, 
pearl-gray machinery and bright 
orange to mark safety hazards. And 
what happened? The building in 
w'hich the new color scheme ivas intro- 
duced marched out ahead *>f the rest 
of the plant in production, and the 
accident rate in that IniUding dropped 
60 per cent. Needless to say, the vice 
president was quick to take hack his 
objections and have the entire plant 
painted to conform with Mr. Blrren'a 
suggestions. 

Use of I'alnt 

There is another phase of this sub- 
ject that is of particular Interest to 
our membership. These improved 
paint jobs based on the theory of 
functional color go hantl-in-hand with 
lighting. In the reports concerning 
application of color by means of paint 
to various offices, plants, stores, res- 
taurants, etc,, hand-in-hand came re- 
ports of new and improved lighting 
systems to correspond with the new 
functional color set-ups. So if this 
new color theory is a boon to the 
painters, it is likewise a boon to the 
electricians and it is hoped that they 
will be able to capitalize on it and 
obtain much employment from It. 

A few facts gleaned from w^ritings 
of experts on the subject; 

Time spent in rooms tinted in cool 
shades like blue or green passes more 
quickly than w'hen spent in rooms 
tinted in warm hues like rose or 
yellow. 

Healthy Rose Tints 

Rooms painted in rosy tints make 
you feel healthier than those painted 
any other color. 

Black objects seem heavier to lift 
than those of lighter hue. (Should we 
paint all pianos pink?) 

People have better appetites in 
rooms painted in peach tones. (Res- 
taurant owners, take note.) 

Handrails painted light colors are 
used more than twice as much as 
those painted in dark shades. 

In view of these observations, one 
may venture to say that functional 
color, color applied to do specific vrork, 
has come a long w'ay. Research in 
the field, while productive and already 
applied in many, many cases, is still 
In the experimental state and may 
reach heights as yet undreamed of. 
Exponents of the use of color fed 
that it may be used to help heal the 
sick, prolong life and perform other 
miracles. Only time will confirm or 
refute their prophecy.

Lightning season may be only a few 
months of the year in most locations 
of the United States, but Westing- 
house researchers go nature a step 
better produdng their own lightning 
the year around. Knowing from past 
experience that lightning will cause 
thousands of dollars w^orth of dam- 
age during the summer months, the 
engineers' objective is the design of 
new and better protective devices for 
home, factories and electrical ap- 
paratus. 

Safety in Storms 

Recent tests in Trafford, Pa., offer 
reassurance to those who must drive 
or fly through severe electrical storms. 
Three-million-volt lightning strokes 
produced by a giant surge generator 
were fired at a steel-topped auto- 
mobile while one of the engineers sat 
at the wheel and then at a model 
Constellation airliner. Both automo- 
bile and airplane acted as lightning- 
proof cages diverting the heavy cur- 
rents harmlessly around passengers. 
Although '‘lightning" struck inches 
above the engineer's head as he sat 
in the ear, be did not feel the slight- 
est tickle. There was no damage to 
the car or the plane except for a small 
scorched spot on the metal top of the 
car.

flatmeal Cookies 

1^ cups sifted aM^purpoRe flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
^ teaspoon salt 

teaspoon baking soda 
lit teaspoon cinnamon 
lit teaspoon nutmeg 

2 cups quick-cooking oatmeal 
1 cup chopped salted peanuts 
] cup shortening 

1 cup brown sugar, firmly packed 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
cup milk 

Sift together in a bowl, flour, baking 
powder, salt, soda and spices* Then 
stir in the oatmeal and peanuts* In a 
second bowl, cream the shortening ami 
sugar together well. Then stir in the 
eggs and vanilla. To this mixture add 
the flour mixture alternately wlOt the 
milk. Stir AvelL Drop by teaspoonfuls 
onto greased cooky sheets and bake in 
u *T76" oven about 10 niinuLes or until 
cookies arc golden brown* { Makes 
about 5 doz, cookies*) 

These oatmeal cookies are very 
tasty and are so good for your kiddles 
since they contain healthful cereal and 
nutritious peanuts* 

Now for an old favorite which is 
always popular with the youngsters — 
a simple recipe which save.s time and 
trouble: 

Brownies 

^ cup shortening 

2 squares unsweetened chocolato 

1 cup sugar 

^'2 teaspoon vanilla 

2 small eggs 

% cup sifted cake flour 
teaspoon salt

Melt chocolate and shortening to- 
gether in u pan over low flame, stir- 
ring constantly* Cool mixture and

A. Whether the 15-ampere fuse is 
used on the llO-volt or the 220-volt 
dreuitp the actual wattage that the 
fuse is subject to is only 1,650 watts, 
because each live conductor's cur- 
rent carrying capacity is based on the 
current to neutral or ground. The 
220 volts is obtained between two live 
conductors or across one phase. This 
means that you will have a 15-ampere 
fuse in each live conductor or two 
1,650- watt circuits to ground. There- 
fore, to get your 3,300- w*att circuit 
fused you must actually use two 15- 
ampere fuses and not one for 220- volt 
pow’er.

The angle Theta ((?) represents 
the electrical degrees of phase dilfer- 
ence between the current and the volt- 
age. In the case of leading j^wer 
factor, which means that the circuit 
has a capacitive current and a lag- 
ging power factor, which indicates an 
inductive current the graphical rep- 
resentation of these P.F.s may bo 
showm as follows;

The horizontal line (Active Power) 
represents purely resistive current 
and unity power factor, which is an 
ideal running condition for a synchro- 
nous motor. Therefore, where there 
is an inductive circuit the power fac- 
tor will be corrected by adding a 
capacitor of a proportional value of 
leading reactive power to the circuit 
to cancel the lagging reactive po%ver 
and thus approach unity P.P, and the 
Apparent Power line will equal to 
Active Po’wer if a perfect cancellation 
of reactive powers is cfTectcd. The 
corrective capacity of capacitors is a 
function of the applied voltage and 
frequency and varies with the square 
of the voltage and directly with the 
frequency. A good electrical engi- 
neer's handbook will bring out all the 
facts concerning power factor. 

Q. F rom a practical angle, what is 
wrong with a **hot three-way*' switch 
hookup? 

I know that it doesti*t cofttply with 
the code and inspectors go into hys- 
terical fits when they find one, but the 
light bums and the building doem't, 
and no one gets hurt.

A, The **hot three-way" switch 
hookup is practical, as one of our 
readers has commented, and it is com- 
mon on the West Ckiast, His reply 
and diagrams shown below are in re- 
sponse to the diagram shown in the 
August issue, which is more accepta- 
ble in the majority of localities. For 
example, the District of Columbia 
Electrical Code, section 3802, states 
that three-way and four- way switches 
shall be classed as single pole switches 
and shall be so wired that only one 
iwle of the circuit is carried to tlie 
switch. 

The main reason that inspectors do 
not like this arrangement is because 
the generally used switch is only rated 
for 10 amperes and one can plug any- 
thing they want in the receptacle and 
that load, plus the lighting load, may 
cause the switch to break down and 
short. Likewise, there is always a 
*iive leg" between the three-way 
switches which is dangerous to change 
unless precautions are taken, and 
two "live legs" when the lights are 
switched on and the receptacle is 
being used. 

Q. I hmw just been reading your 
department in The Journal, August 
isstie^ and came across the question 
of Fred C, Birkhah asking for a dia- 
gram of ihree-way switches from 
garage to house* I am enclosing a 
diagram nhotving the way we do it on 
the coast. In this ivay you have the 
switch leg at both stvitcheB, so you 
can have a light ci house and garage 
ami only carry four wwes between. 
This hookup is common out here. It 
is also handy where you have two 
halt lights and three tvays at each end. 
You ran eojitrol each tight and also 
carry your circuit on through with 
only four wires, h^-inch conduit* / 
am also enclosing our coast twokup 
of four-way eo7itrol between house and 
garage. This hookup is not very 
common, so / pass it on to you. 
Maybe some of your readers can use 
it some day* It comes in handy in re- 
molding in ejriatiny conduif and you 
arc limited to pipe capacity*

A. The bare neutral is still per- 
mitted for services but special permis- 
sion must be obtained from the in- 
spection department to use the bare 
neutral as a feeder and article S28 of 
N. E. C. must be followed* In most 
localities a bare neutral when used 
as a feeder is not permitted. Like- 
wise, they do not want a bare neutral 
service conductor when it is an over- 
head drop and enters the building by 
means of conduit 

Brother McCall y has stated that the 
three-phase four- wire secondary is 
connected “Delta.” It is to be noted 
that only phase of the service is being 
used if one neutral wire is brought 
into the building. To get full benefit 
of the three-phase power for lighting 
or 120-volt loads the secondary must 
}>e connected “Star” and each phase 
must be a split winding and coimected 
in parallel to get 120/208 volts, three- 
phase, four-wire service.

upon the speed and tor^j|ie character- 
istics of the purpose for which the 
motor was built. In the problem out- 
lined in the August JouKKAL those 
motor currents were taken from 
Tables 22 and 24 of the National 
Electrical Code as stated, when the 
nameplate data of the motors are not 
known. In fine print below these 
tables is a note which states: 

“These values of full load current 
arc for motors running at speeds 
usual for betted motors and motors 
with normal torque characteristics.

The first law, called Am- 
pere’s Law, is: The line integral of 
the magnetic field strength taken 
around any dosed path is propor- 
tional to the total current flowing

S UGOESTIONS on the planning of 
a new home to meet present and 
future needs, developed particularly 
for veterans jind families with moder- 
ate incomes who are confronted with 
the problem of obtaining adequate 
low-cost housing in the current high- 
coat market* are presented in "Plan- 
ning the Expansible House/' a H2- 
page illustrated booklet published by 
the ITousing and Home Finance 
Agency and now available for distri* 
bution. 

Meets Family Needs 
'The expansible house represents 
one approach, through the medium of 
planning and design, to obtain ac- 
ceptable Housing at lower prices* even 
at present building costs," Admin- 
istrator Raymond M, Foley of the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency 
said. "T have repeatedly stressed the 
fact that we can and must Rnd prac- 
tical means of reaching this objective 
now in addition to longer-range meas- 
ures to provide good housing at lower 
construction cost* 

"The exiwnstble house, wo hope, will 
offer one answer to tlie housing prob- 
lem of families of moderate income 
w'ho are at present unable to provide 
the full accommodations they would 
like or will later need. This method 
of construction can pn^vide the small 
house which w^ill meet necessary pres- 
ent needs of the family that is unable 
to make the invusimeat mrvt;»saiy to 
acquire the larger accommodations 
which may lie necessary or desimble 
at some future time/* 

Six achemea for "houses that grow/' 
each a complete unit at all stages and 
providing all the facilities for the 
small family, are given in this lawk- 
let. Each of the basic units contains 
a living room, bedroom* dining space, 
kitchen, adeqyjite elosebs and storage 
space, together with heating equip- 
ment, hot water and laundry facilities, 
and each is planned for the addition of 


bedrooms and other rooms at mini- 
mum costs as the needs of the family 
increase. 

The sketched plans are mlettded 
only for guidance and possible adap- 
tation to individual family needs, the 
site and local Uiilding and other re- 
quirements* Architectural assistance 
would be needed to perfect specifica- 
tions for construction. 

lu explaining Uic signira'aiicc of the 
expansible home, Mr, Foley stated 
that the "Planning the Expansible 
House** booklet w^aa prepared in re- 
sponse to widespread interest among 
veterans and other families in houses 
providing all essential living faciliUes 
for the amall family, yet designed for 
expansion as increased living space la 
needed. 

"The imp<}rLaiU thing about an ex- 
pansible house/* Mr. Foley said, **is 
that it be originally designed so that 
it can be enlarged with a minimum of 
structural change and expense and yet 
produce a completed house that is 
properly de.4igned for family living re- 
quirements. The houses shown in this 
iiooklet w*ere each planned as a com- 
plete house. The complete house was 
then separated into its logical parts 
and reduced to a baste unft, This unit 
would provide for the present needs 
of the family and would be built as the 
original structure. Subsequently, 
w-hen the family's roquireiiients for 
living space ineremicd, or additional 
space became desirable, the other 
parts provided in the plans for the 
complete house, could be constructed. 

"With careful planning, the cost of 
later additions might he more than 
offset by savings in maintenance, in- 
terest, taxes and insurance during the 
period beUveen building the basic unit 
and later additions.’* 

Mi\ Foley said that the Housing and 
Home Finance .Agency developed the 
plans so that they can lie adapted to 
the requirements of government ns- 


sistaiu'c on home mortgages available 
through guaranteed loans of the Vet- 
erans Administration or through con- 
stituent units of the Housing and 
Homo Finance Agency such as the 
Federiil Housing .Administration and 
the member institutions of the Fed- 
eral Home Loan Bank System. 

Such houses are eligible for FHA- 
insured mortgage loans under Title 11 
or Title VI by private lending institu- 
tions, including savings and loan as- 
sociations* commercial hanks, trust 
companies and insurance eompanies. 
Under Title VI, loans are imiured up 
to UO i>er cent of necessary current 
replacement cost, at interest rates of 
4 pel' cent plus per cent mortgage 
imtumnee pi'emium, and with up to '23 
years for amortisation* 

Wiiyss of Financing 

They may also be financed wdth 
riass U loans under Title I of the 
Federal Housing .Administration. 
Uegulations covering Class li loans 
were revised late in August to assist 
the liuilding industry in the produc- 
tion of acceptable housing for fami- 
lies with modemte incomes. The 
$d,non mortgage insurance limit for 
new construction, exclusive of the coat 
of the site, makes it possible for these 
rnmilics to finance the baste unit of a 
low-priced expansible house. 

Under the GI Bill of Rights, nn ex- 
imnsiblv house Is eligible for a loan 
with a Veterans Administration guar- 
antee up to 5Q per cent (not in excess 
of $4*0(MI> at a maximum interest 
rate of 4 per cent. 

.An expanaible house is also eligible 
for a loan under the joint FHA-VA 
prf»v{.sions of Section 505 A of the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act.

That is for 
the govemment to make taxes so 
heavy it can collect enough revenue to 
"meet the appropriations made by 
Congress*’ and so balance its budget. 
Taxes, be said, should not only meet 
expenses but exceed them in oixler to 
start paying off the national debt.

Production of television I'eceivers 
next year stiould amount to l,flt)0,00fl 
units, in the vieiv of p'rank M. Fol- 
som, executive vice president of the 
Eadio Corporation of America, who 
termed his estimate conservative. 
Speaking in Son Francisco at the 
Western Radio and Appliance Trade 
dinner, in August, Fulstom said this 
volume w'ould represent a poten- 
tial retail business of more than 
$400,000,000. 

Production of television receivers 
this year w'ould he approximately 
850,000 units, he estimated. The num- 
her of television stations, now num- 
bering fil, w*ould go to GO before the 
year is out. 

"Complete coast-to-coast television 
networks are expected to be In oper- 
ation by the end of 1052, but even 
before that time, regional links will 


connect San Froncisco with its mu- 
nicipnl neighhorH," he said, "With 
the West and the East linked by net- 
works, national adveii.isers, no longer 
restricted to individual local programs 
or shows on film, will present even 
finer talent in programs loo costly for 
individual slation showings." 

New /ealaiid Power

Electric power in New Zealand is 
available to almost U8 per cent of 
that c«>untry’s 1,750,000 inhabitants. 
Total produciioo i» estimated at 520,- 
547 kilowatU, with w*ater power pro- 
viding the iMiurce for 443,13) kilo- 
watts. 

The New Zealand government, 
W'hich built and controls nearly all the 
c<*untry’s power stations, sells power 
to municipal Hies and power lx>ards 
w'hich are elected by the people. The 
Waikato River, New Zealand's long- 
est, is a principal source of power tn 
the North Island. In the South Island, 
a station on the Waitaki River pro- 
viding filltOUO kilowatts is one of Urn 
largest sources, 

“Hauls** Kecruiled 
By Uiiileil Nations 

Fifteen “ham" radio operators, re- 
pairmen and technicians w^ere rcfcently 
recruited by the United Xationa to set 
up a communications network used in 
supervising the truce in Palestine. 
The U. N* made its appeal to mem- 
l>ers of the United Nations Amateur 
Radio Club, which first broadcast its 
signal, K2UN, on May 17. 

Response to the recruiting ap|>eal 
came from fornier ship radio oper- 
ators and iiidio store employes who 
broadcast, telephoned and delivered in 
jierson their applications for positions. 

Brig. Gen. Frank E. Stoner, chief 
communications engineer of the U* N.* 
had announced from his headquarters 
in Rhodes that the Palestine truce re- 
quired 3(10 mililttry observera from the 
United States, France and Belgium, 
and that more communications men 
and equipment were needed. Princi- 
pnl job of the recruited "hama“ is to 
report any truce infractionH and to 
relay messages, particularly between 
Rhodes. Tel Aviv, Haifa, Jerusalem 
and Lake Success,

the newsimpers have lieen telling Us nl>onf 
the high cost of living, nnd winit should 
lie dune about it.

hnrttxhips arc iHuiig Mifferwl hy the work^ 
tng people due to the gn*od of the free 
enterprisers* and that some measure of 
<tintriil should lie plnceiJ on them by the 
Govemment, such as wub done during the 
\var. There is m*t tniieb duulit that we 
liiive iiithitioM now, but ilie Govnuimeiit 
sHuas nmvilling to ilu any! Ii log iilsoit It, 
exeetd to hold lm|iiirn‘s into ilie high Cfist 
of living, which does not help the siUin^ 


t imi niiy, tin nothing in tlom* even when the 
{mpdrleH bring nut the fact thc.t; the pnl>^ 
lie b iK-ing gouged mcrdlesaly* in every 
wuy possible, by those In a position to 
t]i> so. 

The firime eoneem of an.v jadmcnl 
party« is how liest to gel votes, and they 
imturaUy fight shy of any action that 
will jeopardbe their voic-gctting pr*C’ 
pects, and if they were to put a Li'iltug 
on priccg, they would ontagonize one ^*ec 
lion of the voters— the businesfi mvn — 
uud still not be Bure they had strength- 
ened their tumilain with btbir. Therefiire 
any legialaiion luiwd. that affms the 
iHxinomlc Kituatmn of the country would 
have to affect IkiIIi Kvt-tlons in order to do 
a» Uirle dniunge to future clccritm pm*J- 
pects for the party paKuing the Icgisla- 
Lion. 

Then' is only one solution to the high 
coNt of living for labor* and that is to 
get organ bed and Htuy orga nixed, and 
keep wugea ill line with pri<‘e iiicreasen.

tint suffer tirii much, providing he can 
k<*cp w’orking. 

It ift true ilml even IhfOtgh bis wages 
arc high during ti perind of infiitflon, tho 
working nniii eauiiol Muve enough to tide 
1dm over miy long ticrind of nnempb^y- 
merit, liut it Ik a well known fact that the 
probiihililies of a working mun retiring 
and living on his invinga are very alim. 
As tong ai^ employment in available and 
he htih a few dollars for sickness and 
other emergencies, it ts the best be can 
hope for, Ko that dnriug times such as 
we are now having* he if* right «t the 
[H'ltk of prosperity. 

There doen not seem to be any happy 
mediuiu In our way of life, as we are 
either enjoying or suffering (depending 
on the pinut of vlewi in tm inflathnmry 
periml, nr suffering in a depression. I lur- 
ing the former fierio^l the wage enrner 
at least has an income and can live reaHon- 
ably w'ell, ev^n though there are many 
tilings he can not buy, such us a new car, 
OF II new house (for that matter any 
kind of n house), or a sutomer cottage or 
any of the (Imnsani] and nm thlngH that 
■we all would like to have. During « 
period of dejircHsion the working man, in 
many ca»cn, is without Income of an.v 
kind, and even though he may have Bjivi*ii 
a few humlrml dollars during good times. 
It is aurprisluB how fast that few hun^ 
dred can tie used up when there Is no 
fiity envelope (doming In every week, 
it would seem that for the organized 
workingiinin, lanation Is better than de- 
press ion.

Argentine Railway Accepts Final Design 
Drawings of G-E Diesel-Electric Units

The Aii'entino ^tate Railway has 
accepted the final design drawings for 
the 65 douUie-imit diesel -electric lo- 
comotives which Genem] Electric is 
constructing under an $18,000,000 
contract. 

Featuring compact design with 
streamlined appearance, the locomo- 
tives are being huilt in three types to 
cover unusual operating conditions 
found on Argentina’s railroads. 
Largest of the three types will be 
23 twin-unit, 2,000-horsepower loco- 
motives designed for operation in the 
Andes, wdtere tracks go up tvro-and- 
one-half per cent grades at 15,000 feet 
above sea level* Each cab will contain 
a 1,000-horsepower diesel engine, 
which will power 12 motor axles. 

For operation on the plains, espe- 
cially in the vicinity of Buenos Aires, 
another twin- unit type will be built 
which will be Identical with the llrst 
type hut will have eight motor axles 
instead of 12, with one idle axle in 
the center of each truck. 

The remainder of the order will con- 


sist of 30 loeomotiveB which will have 
two units nominally rated at 1,000-hp 
each* These also wnll have eight mo- 
tor axles but will differ from the other 
types in that they will be powered hy 
two 600-hp diesels in each cab* 

All 65 locomotives are being con- 
structed at the Erie Works of Gen- 
eral Electric, where the first diesel 
engine already is being readied for 
test. All auxiliary equipment for the 
first machine is being assembled and 
will be tested next month before be- 
ing installed in the locomotive. 

Having more horsepower per ton 
than any meter-gage machines ever 
designed, these locomotives w^U en- 
able the Argentine railroads to run 
heavier trains on faster schedules, thus 
adding to the capacity of the rail- 
ways and giving better service to the 
country- The design is a direct result 
of the six-months study made in Ar- 
gentina last year. 

With developmental engineering 
completed on the two heavier types, 
construction has started and deliveries 
are scheduled to l>cgin in n)4H*

The second law% called Faraday's 
Law is: ‘‘The line integral of the 
total ftectrie field strength taken 
aroimd any dosed path is propor- 
tional to the negative rate of change 
with respect to time, of the magnetic 
flux across any area boumied by that 
path." 

These laws dilTerentiate mntmetie 
and electric fields. The iiwtructor is 
always free to use his own individuaU 
istic interpretation, but the magnetic 
properties are the same whether one 
uses a magnet or an electric circuit. 
A solenoid shows this similarity. The 
magnetic field strength it computed 
by one set of units and the electric 
field atrength by another seL So far 
the magnetic wording still Is used, 
though 1 agree that it is produced 
electrically. So let us say that the 
fluxes are ‘‘electrically magnetic" or 
" ni a gnet i ca I ly magn c tic. "
